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Branch (B) and posts of Lower Division Clerk in the Depart¬ 
ment of Parliamentary Affairs, are published for general in¬ 
formation. 

The candidates who are admitted to the examination will

I. Length <>/ Service. —He should have rendered on 1st 
August, 1985, not less than 5 years of approved and conti¬ 
nuous seivice as a Group ‘D’ employee or in any higher 
Grade in Ministries!Offices participating in (i) the Central 
Secretariat Oerical Service, or (ii) Armed Forces Head¬ 
quarters and|or fntcr-Services Organisations or (iii) in the 
Ministry of External Affairs or its Missions abroad or (iv) 
posts of Lower Division Clerk in the Department of Parlia¬ 
mentary Affairs. 

NOTE (1) The limit of 5 years of approved and conti¬

(vi) resorting to any other irregular or improper means 
in connection with his candidature for the 
examination, 

(vii) using unfair means in the examination hall, or 

(viii) misbehaving in the examination hall, or 

(ix) attempting to commit or, as the case may be, abet¬ 
ting the Commission of all or any of the acts speci¬ 
fied in the foregoing clauses, may in addition to 
rendering himself liable to criminal prosecution, bo 
liable :—■ 

(a) to be disqualified by the Commission from the 
examination for which he is a candidate, or 

(b) to be debarred either permanently or for a 
specified period; 

(i) by the Commission from any examination or 
selection held by them; and 

(ii) by the Central Government from any employ¬ 
ment] under them; and 

(c) disciplinary action under appropriate rules. 

8. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain support 
for his candidature by any means may disqualify him for 
admission to the examination. 

9. After Ihe examination, the Commission will recommend 
separately to each cadre Authority concerned participating 
in the examination the names of candidates, who have attained 
the qualifying standard, which will be determined at the dis¬ 
cretion of the Commission. The Cadre Authorities will take 
steps to appoint them against vacancies decided to be filled 
in accordance with the rules (regulations Earned by them in 
this regard. 

10. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily health 
and free from any physical defect likely to interfere with the 
efficient discharge o^ his duties as an officer of the Service. 
A candidate, who after such medical examination, as may be 
prescribed by the competent authority is found not to satisfy 
these requirements, will not be appointed.
